Tne  following  is  the  text  of  a  circular  ad- 
dressed by  the  Duke  de  Saldanha  to  the  rep- 
sen  tatives  of  Portugal  in  foreign  countries, 
explaining  both  the  late  events  and  the  Hue  of 
conduct  which  the  new  Ministry  propose i  to 
pursue : 

MM  "l.AB. 

I4MML  Mny  30,  1S70. 
The  ftnti-oongtittif  icmnl  and  violent  conduct 
ol  the  presiding  Cul.inet  had  produced  a  gen- 
eral discontent  and  great  dipquielude  through- 
out  the  realm.  Any  unforeseen  circumstance, 
even  of  light  importance,  might  produce  a 
ueneral  conflagration  the  consequences  of 
which  no  one  could  forsee,  but  which  certain- 
ly would  not  be  confined  to  a  simple  change 
m  Cabi—i  1  had  various  times  tho  ln.t.or  to 
fci  before  our  august  sovereign  the  inconve- 
nieuce.s  attached  to  the  preservation  of  that 
Ministry,  as  well  for  the  public  interests  as 
for  existing  institutions. 

I  carried  frankness  to  the  point  of  telling 
him  that  a  revolution  wms  imminent  if  ho 
maintained  in  office  men  so  hated,  and  that 
perhaps  he  mi^ht  not  have  strength  to  avoid 
the  resulis,  as  he  had  done  in  1  -ol.  I  added 
that  I  was  not  urged  by  the  ambition  of  pout- 
er to  give  such  advice  to  the  King,  seeing  that 
I  had  refused  eleven  times  during  his  reign 
to  be  the  chief  of  various  ministries,  and  that 
at  the  moment  I  was  disposed  to  give  a  frank 
and  loyal  support  to  any  government  which 
would  avoid  a  revolution.  His  Majesty  re- 
plied to  me  with  his  usual  kmdners-i,  explain- 
ing the  reasons  why  he  could  not  follow  my 
counsel— I  abstain  for  the  present  from  re- 
peating ihem — hut  they  disclosed,  as  always, 
his  unshaken  hUhc  lnueiil  to  (lie  country.  Ou 
the  morning  of  May  IS  I  again  set  before  his 
Mnjesly  tiie  very  grave  situation  in  which 
the  nation  was  placed,  and  the  imminence  of 
a  revolution,  all  re:idy  to  break  out,  hogging 
him  to  replace  the  Cabinet  by  a  new  one.  He 
repeated  what  he  had  already  several  times 
lold  me;  I  then  resolved  »o  expose  my  life 
and  my  reputation  to  save  the  country  men- 
aced by  so  many  evils.  From  the  palace  I 
returned  t<>  my  own  house,  and  at  three  in 
the  liioruino  tbe  Second  regiment  of  lancers, 
the  Third  artillery,  the  Fifth  chasseurs,  and 
the  First  and  Seventh  infautry  of  the  line  ap- 
pro:,, hod  the  palace  of  Ajuda,  while  a  largo 
umnoer  of  citizens  oecnpii  d  Fort  St.  George. 
They  were  iu  possession  of  it  at  seven  in  the 
morning.  No  crowds  appeared  in  the  streets 
of  the  capital.  The  city  continued  its  ordi- 
nary affairs,  and  the  inhabitants  could  only 
be  disquieted  by  the  salvoes  of  artillery. 

The  news  of  the  change  in  the  Ministry  was 
everywhere  received  with  the  greatest  demon- 
strations of  j  ,y.  the  troops  distributed  among 
the  northern  provinces  returned  to  their  re 
spective  quarters.    The  most    period  order 
prevaiU  througliout  all  the   districts,  which 
held  religious  services  to   rcuder  thanks  to 
Providence.    1  have  tho  lirm   conviction  that 
1  have  prevented  the  civil   war   which  wua 
about  to  arise,  aud  contributed,  once  more,  iu 
the  later  jieriod  of  my  life,  to  the  consolida- 
tion of  the  throne  of  Ivitig  Don  Luis,  and  of 
his  dynasty,  the   institutions   I   have  never 
censed  to  defend,  and  the  national  autonomy 
and  independence  wlii ;-h  intestine  strife  was 
about  to  place  iu  peril.    On  the  night  of  the 
19th  I  went  to  the  palace,  and  1  had  the  honor 
to  say  to  the  King- — "Sire,  your  Majesty  did 
me  the  great  honor  this  morning  of  charging 
me  with  the  formation  of  the  Cabinet,  but  at 
that  lime  the  environs  of  the  palace  were  en- 
cumbered with  soldiers.    At  this  moment  they 
are  no  longer  there,  and  I  come  to  replace  in 
your  hands  that  mission,  and  to  beg  you  to 
deign  to  coiilide  it  to   some    other   person;  1 
can  assure  your  Majesty  that  the  only  con* 
dition  I  require,  in  order   to  give  the  new 
Ministry  my  sincere   support,   is  that  the 
members  of  it  shall  not   be   the  enemies  of 
my  friends."    The  King  replied  in  the  most 
gracious  manner  that  he  repeated   what  he 
had  Si.i  l  to  me  in  the  morning.    At  the  com- 
mencement of  my  present  circular  I  accused 
the  late  Cabinet  of  having  shown  itself  violent 
and  unconstitutional.    My  habit   is   not  to 
make  charges   without  establishing  them 
Although  I  could  produce   many  proofs,  I 
confine  myself  to  the  two  following. — By  the 
terms  of  article  seventy-four  of  the  constitu- 
tional charter  the  moderating  power  has  the 
faculty  to  dissolve  the  Chamber   when  the 
welfare  of  the  State  requires   such  a  step. 
On  the  2d  of  April  last  the  King  opened  the 
Parliament,  and   in  the   speech   from  the 
throne  the  following  paragraphs   arc   to  be 
found: — "It  is  always  a  solemn  moment  that 
in  which  I  assemble  the  legitimate  represen- 
tatives of  the  nation,  and  I  always  experience 
renewed  pleasure  in  saluting  you  while  exer- 
cising one  of  the  most  important  acts  upper, 
tnitiing  to  a  constitutional  monarch .    In  ful- 
filling the  arduous  but  noble  and  elevating 
mission  with  which  you  are  charged,  you  will 
devote  to  it  all  your  solicitude,  your  intelli 
gence,  your  efforts  and  your  conscience,  and 
I  entertain  the  conviction  that  with  the  aid  of 
Providence  you  will  satisfy  the  expectations 
of  the  country  as  to  its  honor  and  the  glory 
of  the    Portuguese   name."    Eighteen  days 
have  elap-.  d  without  the  slightest  cause  or 
the  least  motive  of  a  nature  to  prove  that  the 
welfare  of  the  country  required  such   a  step, 
and  without  the  Chamber  having  shown  the 
■lightest  symptom  of  opposition  to  the  Min 
istry  the  latter  ordered  a  dissolution.  Blood 
flowed  at  various  poiuts.    In  the   church  of 
Maei.u  o  the  electors,  knowing  that  the  elec 
toral  urn  was  to  be  carried   off  during  the 
night,  established  a  guard,  inviting  the  Miu 
isterial  supporters   to  aid    in  that  service- 
Nothing  could  l,e  more    innocent,   but  they 
were  driven  from  the  sacred  edifice    by  guu- 
ahols;  some  people  were  killed  and  wounded 
and  the  temple  of  the   Lord  profaned 
could.  I  repeat,  add  many    facts   to  demon 
strate  that  the  late   Minislry   deserved  the 
characteristics  by  which  I  have  described  it. 
The  summary  of  the  programme  of  the 
one  is: — Religion,  justice,  morality,  Throne, 
national  independence,  economy  and  liberty 
I  must  finally  declare  that  the   new  Cabinet 
will  devote  itself  with  special  solicitude  to  tbe 
organization  of  the  public   finances;  as  the 
first  basis  of  their  amelioration,  the  govern- 
ment will  maintain,  in  nil  their  integrity,  the 
engagements  contracted  by  its  predecessors, 
religiously  executing  the  obligations   of  the 
State,  and  treating  with  the  utmost  straight- 
forwardness all  those  who  aid  the  Treasury 
by  placing  their  capital  in   its   bands.  The 
improvemeutof  the  financial  position  must  be 
realized  by  the  means  of  maturely  considered 
economic  reforms,  and  especially  by  an  in- 
crease in  the  receipts.    The   Ministry  over 
which  I  preside  possesses  the   public  confi- 
dence, aud  every  one  recoguizes  the  necessi- 
ty of  a  strong  situation  in  order  to  triumph 
over  the  difficulties   of  the  Treasury.  The 
perfect  calm  which  the  country  enjoys,  aud 
which  certainly  will  not  be  disturbed,  is  be 
sides  a  guarantee  that  the  government  will 


meet  with  no  resistance  in  the  execution  of 
its  progrmnie.  Now  that  you  know  the 
causes  which  led  to  the  events  of  the  19th,  as 
well  as  the  profession  of  faith  of  the  Minis- 
try, you  will  endeavor,  by  all  the  means  in 
your  power,  to  enlighteu  on  this  subject,  as 
well  the  government  to  which  you  are  ac- 
credited, as  the  influential  persons  of  that 
nation. 
May  God  preserve  yon?

A  correspondent  in  Oaxaca  furnishes  the 
two  Republics  in  Mexico  with  the  following: 
The  night  of  the  11th  of  May,  1870,  will  be 
one  of  the  remembered  in  Ouxnca.  At  half 
past  eleven,  one,  or  rather  a  repetition  of 
shocks  of  earthquakes  occurred  causing  a 
large  number  of  deaths  and  the  almost  entire 
demolition  of  the  «outhorn  part  of  the  city. 
The  movement  at  first  was  oscilating  from 
south  to  north,  and  almost  instantaneously 
loll  owed  by  a  vertical  one,  which  was  learlul 
to  behold.  The  shock,  or  shocks,  lasted  about 
a  minute,  and  iu  intensity  have  never  been 
equaled  by  anything  iu  this  Siale.  Oaxaca 
dates  back  two  hundred  years,  but  bears  no 
scars  that  can  compare  with  those  inflicted 
on  Wednesday  night.  There  is  no  city  in 
Mexico,  probably  none  on  this  continent, 
more  substantially  or  solidly  built  than  is 
Oaxaca,  aud  there  is  not  one  house  ot  edifice 
which  has  not  suffered  more  or  less,  while 
many  are  in  absolute  ruins.  The  whole  of 
the  corndores  of  the  convent  of  San  Juan 
de  Dios  are  down,  and  iu  their  fall  buried 
lour  persons. 

San  Fi  ancisca,  inside  and  out,  is  a  heap  of 
rubbish.  The  palace  is  almost  in  ruins,  and 
will  require  an  outlay  of  many  thousand  dol- 
lars betore  it  can  be  rendered  fit  lor  occupa- 
tion Bjgkisv  The  clock  tower,  which  was  only 
completed  on  tho  5th  of  May.came  down  bod- 
ily, pass.-d  through  the  roof  into  the  halD  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  through  the  floors  of  these, 
and  piled  itself  into  the  portal  of  the  palace 
underneath.  The  whole  of  the  arches  are 
sprung,  and  many  of  tho  columns  are  shifted 
eight  and  ten  inches  on  their  pedestals.  The 
cathedral,  in  its  interior,  has  suffered  most 
severely,  and  the  Saint  perched  upon  the  top, 
over  the  center  door,  came  down  with  a  crash 
1  In-  total  number  of  deaths  known  thus  far 
is  one  hundred  and  three;  the  wounded  and 
maimed  it  is  impossible  to  find  out.  The 
shocks  continued  at  intervals  throughout 
Thursday,  and  at  ouc  o'clock  there  was  quite 
a  sharp  one  The  morning  (Friday)  there 
were  two  at  about  six  o'clock,  but  very  slight. 
There  was  nn  anxiety,  a  tearful  apprehension 
ol  coming  evil  depicted  upon  the  faces  of  all 
during  yesterday,  was  painful  to  witness.  A 
very  Slight  shake  would  now  reduce  the  city 
to  a  heap  of  ruius.  Very  few  people  remained 
iu  the  houses  last  night,  and  the  squares  and 
the  Llano  had  much  the  appearance  of  a 
Methodist  camp  meeting,  except,  perhaps, 
the  assemblage  wus  more  orderly  aud  quiet 
thau  camp  meetings  sometimes  aro 

Another  account  (in  a  letter  to  the  Opinion 
National  )  says  that  about  half  past  eleven  o'- 
clock, on  the  night  of  the  11th  of  May,  when 
most  of  the  inhabitants  were  sleeping  and  the 
city  was  closed  in  deep  silence,  there  was 
beard  a  deafening,  rumbliug  noise,  which 
seemed  to  come  from  the  center  of  the  earth, 
sounding  like  ihe  distant  echo  of  the  tempest 
or  the  roar  of  thu  angry  sea.  This  was  the 
precursor  of  tho  heaviest  shock  of  earthquake 
within  the  memory  of  the  oldest  inhabitant — 
the  ciiy  was  shaken  to  its  foundation.  Soon 
til  was  coufusiou  and  terror,  aud  there  suc- 
ceeded a  scene  which  no  pen  can  describe. 
1'he  cries,  lameutatious,  prayers  and  impre- 
cations of  the  people,  who  were  rushing  wild- 
ly about  the  streets;  the  cracking  of  timbers 
and  falling  of  walls  in  showers  of  rubbish;  all 
this,  together  with  the  subterranean  echo, 
gave  a  hotnher  hue  to  the  scene  of  desolation. 
The  earthquake  lasted  seventy-five  secouds, 
If  we  should  have  another  shock  like  this  we 
might  say:  "Here  was  Oaxaca."  Ou  the 
night  of  the  12th  we  had  another  shock  (a 
light  one,)  which  caused  uew  terrors,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  the  greatest  part  of  the 
population  slept  |sj|.  the  streets  and  piazas. 
The  aspect  of  the  town  in  the  advanced  hours 
>f  the  night  was  imposing.  The  sky  was  of 
i  lead  color,  a  calm  pervaded  the  atmosphere, 
and  everybody  was  afraid  of  a  repetition  of 
the  deplorable  sceue  of  the  night  of  the  11th. 

Tiik  Sun  prints  the  following  interesting 
expose  concerning  the  Cadetship  sales: 

"When  the  Military  Committee  first  began 
investigating  the  Cadetship  salus,  tho  carpet- 
bag members  held  a  secret  meeting.  They 
resolved,  if  there  was  t,o  be  an  investigation, 
such  investigation  should  begin  among  the 
leaders,  who  are  making  their  thousands,  and 
not  among  a  few  powerless  members  who  now 
and  then  lake  five  hundred  dollars.  At  this 
meeting  resolutions  were  prepared.  They 
were  well  digested  aud  based  on  absolute 
facts,  in  the  possession  of  different  members 
of  Congress.  They  were  to  be  the  bombshell 
which  was  to  make  the  lenders  dodge  to  pro- 
tect their  own  corrupt  jobs.  The  leaders 
heard  of  the  resolution;  they  were  thrown 
into  intense  excitement.  They  shall  not  be 
introduced;'  ' their  introduction  will  be  the 
political  death  warrant  of  any  man  who  shall 
stand  up  and  offer  them;'  'they  shall  destroy 
the  Kepublicau  party.'  Such  exclamations, 
with  threats  of  the  ostraciuut  of  any  Republi- 
can introducing  the  resolutions,  squelched 
them.  In  the  House  they  had  no  champion 
strong  enough,  aud  so  the  little  ten-cent  in- 
tigatious  have  been  occupying  the  atten- 
tion of  the  people,  while  the  great  wrongs 
and  gigantic  cases  of  bribery  and  corruption 
in  the  upper  house  and  in  the  lower,  and  even 
with  the  head  of  the  nation,  go  unpunished. 
Said  a  member  of  Congress  :  '  A  carpet-bag- 
ger receives  five  thousand  dollars,  pays  it 
over  to  build  a  freed  men 'a  school  house,  and 
is  debased  from  his  seat  in  the  House,  while 
the  Presedeut  receives  teu  thousand  dollars 
from  A.  T.  Stewart,  which  contribution  en- 
ables him  to  make  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars from  the  sale  of  a  house  which  belonged 
to  Mr.  Boweu,  aud  Mr.  Stewart  is  called  to 
the  Secretaryship.  It  is  damnable  ;  it  is  un 
bearable.    Must  we  submit?" 

"  These  are  the  resolutions  prepared  by  a 
room  full  of  Southern  members,  aud  which 
were  to  have  been  offered  to  the  House.  In 
that  room  where  Dockey,  Hoge,  Lash,  Buck, 
Butler,  Sheldon,  Deweese,  Boles,  Hays,  Bow- 
en,  Cobb,  Dox,  Ncwsham  and  Whittemore,  ou 
the  eve  of  expulsion.  The  resolutions  were 
suppressed : 

"  Whkkkas,  It  is  currently  reported  that 
several  ollices  of  the  Cuited  Slates  Govern 
men l  have  been  disposed  of  for  a  money  con 
siderution,  to  the  great  scandal  of  Republican 
institutions  aud  the  detriment  of  tho  people; 
therefore, 

"  Jiesolced,  That  the  Committee  on  Military 
Affairs  now  investigating  the  sale  of  cadet 
ships,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  inquire  whether  anything  of 
that  sort  has  bt  eu  done  either  by  members  of 
Congress,  iu  using  their  influence  to  procure 
appointments  of  members  of  the  Executive 
branch  or  the  Government  in  bestowing  the 
same,  and  that  said  committee  shall  especial 
ly  inquire  whether  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted Slates  did,  at  any  time,  appoint  or  nomi 
nate  to  the  high  office  of  Secretary  of  tbe 
Treasury,  any  person  who  had,  previously  to 
said  Humiliation  or  appointment,  subscribed 
to  a  fund,  to  bo  presented  in  cash,  or  to  the 
purchase  of  a  house  or  other  substantia 
property  to  be  presented  to  the  President,  aud 
report  the  same.    Whether  any  and  what 
consideration  was  given  by  General  Daniel 
S.  Bultertield,  United  States  Sub-Treasurer 
in  New  York,  for  the  position  he  now  holds, 
and  whether  said  Butterfield  was  or  was  not 
instrumental  in  raising  a  parse  or  Bum  of 
money  for  the  President,  and  report  the  same 
Whether  the  District  Attorney  for  the  South 
erd  District  of  New  York,  Judge  Pierrepont 
did  or  did  not  subscribe  120.000,  or  other  con 
siderable  sum,  toward  the  election  of  the 
President,  and  if  so,  the  manner  ia  which 
said  loan  was  appropriated.    Fifth — Whelhe 
any  party  appointed  to  a  Cabinet  office  eve 
contributed  a  valuable  library  or  other  valu 
able  property,  not  cash,  to  the  Presideut  be- 
fore said  appointment    Sixth— Whether  any 


members  of  Congress  are  supplied  with  gas 
at  their  residences  iu  Washington,  1).  C,  by 
tho  Gas  Company  of  said  city,  free  o4  charge, 
and  if  so,  who  and  how  many,  aud  the  names 
of  said  members  of  Congress.  Seveuth — 
Whether  any  members  of  either  branch  of 
Congress  are  stAck holders,  dieectly  or  indi- 
rectly, through 9w  p 

agents,  in  anj^^Bdic  or  other  railroads,  to 
which  the  (iov^paent  ot  the  L'nited  State* 
has  granted  subsidies  of  public  lands,  and 
whose  bonds  have  been  indorsed,  or  cither; 
and  if  so,  the  names  of  such  members,  the 
amount  of  stock  owned  by  him,  or  for  him  by 
others,  or  the  proportion  of  land  owned  by 
him,  or  for  him,  and  to  report  the  same  to 
this  House.  Eighth — Whether  there  there  is 
any  of  the  family  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
engaged  by  any  foreign  Government  us  at- 
torney or  counsel  to  whom  is  paid  a  conside- 
ration, aud  what  consideration  if  any  for 
services,  and  what  kind  of  service.

Cnrrejpondanco  of  tho  New  York  Herald 
The  papers  have  all  said  more  or  less 
about  the  very  genial  and  ecellent  man  whose 
grave  has  so  receutly  been  closed— Dr.  Cab- 
arrus; he  was  a  famed  homtepathic  docter, 
the  friend  of  all  the  sovereigns  who  consult- 
ed him.  He  was  the  son  of  that  handsome 
If  me.  Tal  lien  whose  name  has  so  often  been 
under  my  pen,  aud  one  of  the  most  humor 
istic  geniuses  of  our  times.  A  friend  of  miue 
who  knew  him  intimately  has  related  the  fol- 
lowing to  me  of  his  mother,  and  as  it  relates 
to  clothes  I  repeat  it: 

Dr.  Cabarrus  narrated  once  that  after  the 
revolution  of  lsr.O  his  mother  came  to  Paris 
from  .  her  country  house  out  of  curiosity 
and  as  she  was  walking  down  the  Boulevards 
ou  her  son's  armc  stopped  before  a  play 
bill  on  which  was  announced  a  new  piece, 
"Robespierre;"  the  same  Robespierre  she  so 
well  remembered.  "Oh!  cried  she,  1  must  go, 
I  should  so  like  to  see  this  play,  and  positive- 
ly there  is  an  actress  who  is  going  to  play 
the  part  of  your  own  mother,  Mine  Tallien." 
Dr.  Cabarrus  smiled  and  took  tickets  for  the 
performance,  but  for  some  cause  or  other 
oth  reached  the  theatre  after  the  piece  had 
begun,  and  by  a  strange  coincidence  they  en- 
tered their  box  just  as  an  actor,  throwing 
back  a  curtain  in  Robespierre's  study  on  tho 
stage,  announced  in  a  loud  voice,  "Mme  Tal- 
ien!"  The  real  Mme.  Tullien  cast  a  glance 
ou  the  actress  who  was  to  impersonate  hor, 
and  fuinted  away.  Much  distressed,  Dr.  Cab- 
arrus carried  his  mother  out  of  the  box  and 
had  her  driven  to  their  hotel.  He  believed 
for  duys  and  weeks  after  her  recovery  that 
some  superstitions  notion  had  weakened  her 
nerves,  ou  hearing  an  unconscious  actor  utter 
her  name  just  as  she  appeared  ia  a  public 
place  of  entertainment  after  so  long  a  retire- 
ment from  scenes  of  gayoty.  Ho  fancied  she 
had  some  forbodeing  of  evil  and  never  allud- 
ed to  it  One  day,  however  a  third  party  be- 
ing present,  Mme.  Tal'.ieu  herself  related  the 
incident.  When  she  had  done  she  exclaimed, 
"And  what  a  horrid  fright  tho  actress  was 
who  acted  me!  How  badly  her  clothes  were 
put  on!  The  idea  of  ever  cutting  such  a 
figure  before  Robespierre  quito  took  my  sen- 
ses away,  and  so  I  fainted." 

Dr.  Cabarrus  would  often  complain  that 
the  secret  of  true  love  is  lo3t  in  high  life. 
When  his  friends  on  one  occasion  contradict- 
ed  the  assertion,  and  in  support  of  their  ar- 
gument mentioned  all  the  duels  fought  by 
lovers,  the  doctor  answered, |''Exactly;  thatfis 
what  I  say.  To  love  well  is  such  hard  work 
that  it  takes  four  of  your  dandies  to  love  the 
same  women."

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Complexion. 

Roso  red  canuot  be  put  in  contact  with 
the  rosiest  complexions  without  causing  them 
to  lose  some  of  their  freshness.  Dark  red  is 
less  objectionable  for  certain  complexions 
than  rose  red,  because,  being  higher  than  the 
latter,  it  teuds  to  impart  whiteness  to  them, 
in  consequence  ot  contrast  of  tone.  A  deli- 
cate greon  is,  on  the  contrary,  favorable  to 
all  fair  complexions  which  arc  deficient  in 
rose,  aud  which  may  have  more  imparted  to 
them  without  iucouveiiieucc;  but  it  is  not  as 
favorable  to  complexions  that  are  more  red 
than  rosy,  nor  to  those  that  have  a  tiut  of 
brown,  because  the  red  they  add  to  this  tint 
will  be  brick  hued.  Iu  the  latter  case  a  dark 
green  will  be  less  objectionable  than  a  deli- 
cate green. 

Yellow  imparts  violet  to  a  fair  skin,  and  iu 
this  view  it  is  loss  fovorablo  than  a  delicate 
green.  To  those  skins  which  are  more  yel- 
low than  orange,  it  imparts  white,  but  this 
combination  1b  very  dull  and  heavy  for  a  fair 
complexion.  When  the  skin  is  tinted  more 
with  ornnge  than  yellow  it  can  be  made  rose 
by  neutralizing  the  yellow;  it  produce*  this 
effect  upon  the  black-haired  type,  and  conse- 
quently suits  brunettes.  Violet  produces 
contrary  effects,  imparting  some  greeiu.-di 
yellow  to  fair  complexions;  it  augments  the 
yellow  tint  of  yellow  aud  orauge  skins,  and 
the  little  blue  there  may  be  in  a  complexion 
it  makes  green.  Violet,  then,  is  oue  of  the  least 
favorablo  colors  to  the  skin,  at  least  when  it 
is  not  sufficiently  deep  to  whiten  it  by  con- 
trast of  tone. 

Blue  drapery  imparts  orange,  which  is  sus- 
ceptible of  allying  itself  favorably  to  white 
and  light  flesh  tints  of  fair  complexions,  which 
have  already  a  more  or  less  determined  tint 
of  this  color.  Blue  iB,  then,  suitable  to  most 
blondes,  but  will  not  suit  brunettes,  since  the 
latter  have  already  too  much  orange.  Orange 
is  too  brilliant  to  be  elegant;  it  makes  fair 
complexions  blue,  whitens  ihoso  who  have 
an  orange  tint,  aud  gives  a  green  hue  to  those 
of  a  yellow  tint. 


The  following  letters  and  accompanying 
affidavit  are  self-explanatory.  The  statement 
of  N.  B.  Taylor  has  been  submitted  to  the 
public.  Its  antidote  will  be  found  in  what 
follows  The  statement  in  relation  to  General 
B.  F.  Butler,  though  somewhat  startling, 
should,  after  all,  surprise  no  one: 

LKTTERS  FROM    GENERAL  riCKETT. 

WasmxGTOx,  June  20,  1870. 

Once  upon  a  time  a  lexicographer,  or  a 
natural  historian  (no  matter  which),  defined 
the  crab  to  be  "a  small  fish,  of  a  red  color, 
which  runs  backward,"  whereupon  a  malici- 
ous wretch  said  thut  the  definition  was  an 
excellent  one,  except  in  three  small  particu- 
lars, namely:  First,  the  crab  is  not  a  fish; 
second,  it  is  not  of  a  red  color,  and  third,  it 
does  not  run  backward! 

Now,  it  is  a  very  unamiable  thing  to  spoil 
a  good  story — whether  a  fish  story  or  a  crab 
story;  but  the  painful  duty  devolves  upon  me 
to  say  that  Mr.  Napoleon  Bonadarte  Taylor's 
wonderful  developments  with  regard  to  Cu- 
ban affairs  have  scarcely  more  foundation  in 
fact  than  the  philosopher's  description  ofthe 
aforesaid  crustacean. 

There  are  some  grains  of  truth  in  it,  min- 
gled with  a  vast  amount  of  fiction,  besides 
matters  which  I  now  hear  of  for  the  first  time 
nnd  with  regard  to  which  I  cannot  express  an 
opinion. 

I  say,  therefore,  1st,  that  I  never  made  any 
contract  with  Mr.  Ruiz  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Tay- 
lor or  on  behalf  of  any  one  else:  2d,  that  I 
never  authorized  or  instructed  Mr.  Taylor  to 
offer  Cuban  bonds  to  members  of  Congress 
uor  to  any  other  official,  and  3d.  that  all  he 
says  about  the  fHO.OOO  cash  is  a  fabrication- 
pure  and  simple  Thus  I  dispose  of  his  crab 
story. 

My  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Taylor  is  not 
particularly  interesting  or  germane  to  this 
subject,  but  it  came  about  in  a  regular  busi- 
ness way.  He  had  a  claim  in  the  Treasury, 
upou  which  a  speedy  decision  was  expected. 
A  friend  of  twenty  years'  standing  introduced 
him  to  me,  aud  I  was  employed  by  him  to 
settle  some  busiuess  with  his  attorneys  of 
record  and  to  negotiate  a  loan  for  him.  I 
did  both;  he  paid  my  fees,  and  there  those 
relations  ended.  I  never  knew  anything  as 
to  the  vui  iln  of  his  claim;  had  nolhi  ng  to  do 
with  it. 

When  I  returned  from  the  mountains  in  the 
autumn  he  besieged  aud  surrounded  me 
about  Cuban  affairs.  I  told  hiiu,  finally,  to 
get  rid  of  him(as  the  girl  got  rid  of  her  im- 
portunate lover  when  she  married  him),  that, 
if  he  could  briug  about  the  accomplishment 
of  that  which  he  said  he  could  do  for  the 
cause  of  Cuba,  he  should  bo  munificently  re- 
warded,  if  I  wore  putiu  a  condition  to  reward 
him.  1  forbade  his  telling  mo  how  nnd 
through  whom  he  was  to  bring  about  the 
recognition  of  belligeicnt  rights,  aud  though 
of  rather  agifshing  disposition,  he  never  did, 
that  I  can  now  recall,  mention  the  names  of 
more  than  two  officials  in  connection  with  the 
subject.  Neither  did  he  introduce  the  name 
of  more  than  one  member  of  Congress, 
distinguished  gentleman  from  Massachusetts, 
the  initials  of  whose  name  is  Benjamin  Frank 
tin  Butler.  He  said  this  gentleman  had 
offered  to  put  the  Cuban  business  through 
Congress  for  $300,000  cash,  and  that  if 
didn't  employ  him,  the  other  side  would, 
replied  that  my  opinion  of  General  Butltr's 
iofty  and  unspotted  character  and  unim- 
peachable integrity  was  such  that  I  was  sure 
he(Taylor)  was  mistaken.  Besides,  the  Cu 
bans  had  no  money. 

I  ought  not  to  omit  sayingthat,  hearing  ol 
Senator  Morton's  noble  efforts  in  behalf  of 
Cuba,  I  asked  Taylor  if  it  was  possible  he' 
too,  expected  to  be  paid?  To  which  I  must 
give  Taylor  the  credit  of  saying  he  gave  a 
most  emphatic  negative,  and  I  record  the 
fact  as  an  act  of  justice  to  that  Senator, 
whom  I  never  saw,  and  between  whom  aud 
myself  there  is  no  accord  politically. 

Now,  lam  not  a  man  to  rush  into  print 
without  provication.  Having  had  poverty, 
obscurity,  insignificance,  results  of  tho  "late 
onpleasantness,"  imposed  upon  me,  I  have 
accepted  my  destiny,  and  sought  to  lead  a 
retired  life. 

That  I  will  struggle  for  tho  cause  of  Cuba 
should  not  surprise  the  few  who  may  know 
that  I  was  her  earliest  friend  in  this  country 
I  gave  my  services  to  Narcise  Lopez  twenty' 
two  years  ago;  went  on  amission  for  him  to 
tho  Ever  Faithful  Island;  assisted  in  organi- 
zing the  expeditions  of  1819,  '50  and'51;  ac 
companied  that  of  LSoO,  and  commanded  at 
the  battle  of  Cardenas,  where  we  defeated 
the  Spaniards  under  General  Lewery,  May 
19.  I  am  not  proposing  to  write  my  own  bio- 
grophy,  but  mention  the  foregoing  so  as  to 
be  able  to  add  that  in  all  this  time  I  have 
never  received  a  cent  of  Cuban  money,  nor 
am  I  now  p  -epared  to  accept  Spanish  gold. 

The  appended  affidavit  of  Colonel  Ferry  dis- 
poses of  the  lato  Mr.  N.  B.  Taylor  as  a  credi- 
ble witness. 

I  call  attention  to  my  correspondence  with 
the  Hon.  John  A.  Bingham,  and  would  add 
that  being  absolved  by  my  Cuban  clients 
from  any  obligations  as  couusellor,  am  ready 
to  Liti/yl 

With  regard  to  members  of  Congress,  my 
acquaintance  among  them  can  be  counted  on 
my  fingers,  including  those  whom  I  knew  in 
ancient  days  I  am  ashamed  to  say  that  I  am 
uuacquainted  with  half  of  the  delegation 
from  my  own  Stato — Kentucky.  Yet,  I  am 
stigmatised  as  a  lobbyist! 

As  to  the  newspaper,  gentlemen,  I  do  not 
know  a  half  dozen  of  them,  even  by  sight. 
Never  spoke  to  any  of  them,  that  I  can  recol 
lect,  about  Cuban  bonds.  Never  was  in  the 
"Row"  on  Fourteenth  street  but  twice  in  my 
life,  and  then  on  purely  private  busines. 
And  as  to  Dr.  Bliss  and  others  mentioned  by 
Taylor,  never  knew  them  by  sight,  even,  un- 
til learning  who  they  were  when  waiting  on 
the  committee 

Now,  what  are  we  to  think  of  those  who  su> 
orn   the  testimony  of  such    men  as  Taylor 
and  an  expelled  peddler   or  cadetship*,  in 
order  to  aid  them  in  crushing  out  the  lives 
and    liberties     of    the    people  of  Cuba?

"fi'r-An  entire  month  has  elapsed  since  I 
was  first  summoned  before  the  committee  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  appointed  on 
the  Judiciary,  of  which  the  Hon.  Bt  njamin 
F.  Butler  is  acting  chairman,  to  testify  touch- 
ing matters  committed  to  said  committee,  and 
not  to  depart  without  leave  of  said  commit- 
tee, t 

Tho  summons  was  obeyed,  anJ  I  have  been 
before  tho  committee  not  less  than  six  times; 
namely,  March  28th  and  30th;  April  1st  and 
1th,  Kith  and  19th,  with  the  unvarying  result  of 
a  declension  on  my  part  to  testily  as  to  mat- 
ters entrusted  to  me  in  the  exerciso  of  my 
legitimate  functions  as  an  atton.e,  and  conn- 
sellor-at-law,  which  has  been  my  profession 
for  twenty-six  years. 

I  have  not  been  authoritatively  informed  of 
the  precise  nature  of  tho  inquiry  engaging  the 
attention  of  the  committee;  but  if  correct  in 
the  conjuncture  that  it  has  reference  to  an  al- 
leged attempt  to  influence,  by  the  use  of  Cn- 
an  bonds,  the  votes  of  members  of  Congress 
aith  regard  to  tho  Jrsired  recognition  of  the 
b  lligerent  rights  of  tho  patriots  of  that  Is- 
land, I  beg  leave  hero  to  repeat  what  I  assur- 
ed the  committee  of,  namely:  That  I  knew 
absolutely  nothing  of  any  such  scheme,  and 
that  I  never  heard  even  the  nnme  of  more 
one  member  of  Confess  mentioned  in  con- 
nection with  any  such  alleged  corrupt  trans- 
actions; nor  had  I,  tip  to  the  time  ofthe  rais- 
ing of  the  committee,  ever  spoken  to  him.  or 
had  him  spoken  lo.  on  that  or  upon  any  other 
subject  whatsoever. 

That  I  have  been  employed  by  a  Cuban 
agent  in  this  country  as  counsellor  is  unde- 
niable; but  surely  his  bring  here  in  a  quasi 
diplomatic  character  decs  not  deprive  him  of 
the  right  to  take  counsel  of  the  friends  of  his 
honorable  cause.  My  employment  ly  him 
being  strictly  within  tho  limits  of  professional 
business,  I  have  persistently  and  respectfully 
refused  to  disgrace  the  profession  and  dis- 
honor myself  by  revealing  his  confidences— 
howsoever  those  desired  revelations  might  be 
supposed  to  be  calculated  to  advance  Spanish 
interests  in  this  country  or  in  tho  oppressed 
Island  of  Cuba.  I  am  saro  that  if  tho  gentle- 
men of  the  committee  were  in  my  position 
they  would  take  this  view  of  the  subject.  In- 
deed. I  am  far  from  alleging  any  insensibility 
on  their  part  to  the  considerations  which  are 
here  presented.

The  threat  of 
imprisonment  was,  surely,  ouly  a  bit  of  picas 
autiy.  Eveu  the  many  hours  spent  in  listen- 
ing to  the  debates  of  Congress  whilst  waiting 
upon  the  committee  were  aot.  wholly  unproli; 
able.  Neither  do  I  take  exception  lo  Several 
Butler's  having  elicited  the  tact  that  I  had 
been  Confederate  Commissioner  to  Mexico 
and  afterward  a  military  oificer  of  that  Gov- 
ernment, though  it  is  not  perfectly  clear  to 
me  what  those  facts  have  to  do  with  the  al- 
leged attempt  to  bribe  members  of  Congress 
with  Cuban  bonds.

The  mortuary  report  of  the  city  of  Sa- 
vannah, for  the  week  ending  June  8th, 
shows  that  out  of  the  seventy-three  inlci  - 
mints  in  the  Laurel  (Jrovc  for  April  last, 
fifty  were  colored,  aud  this  overburdening 
population  will  very  likely  iucrcaee  during 
tho  summer  months.  A  correspondent 
states  that  this  is  about  the  usual  ratio  of 
deaths  betweeu  the  two  classes  mentioned; 
aud  that  it  is  the  more  striking  from  the 
fact  that  the  blacks  comprise  only  about 
three-eighths  of  the  whole  population  of 
Savaunah,  which  is  not  far  from  forty  thou- 
sand. 

The  ratio  of  mortality  to  population  in 
Atlanta,  <Ja.,  is  almost  identical  with  that 
of  Savannah.  It  is  also  a  common  subject 
of  remark  that  throughout  the  State  of 
(ieorgia  there  arc  not  nearly  so  many  col- 
ored children  born,  or,  if  born,  that  live, 
as  formerly.  As  a  commentary  on  this 
rather  discouraging  fact  for  the  race,  the 
recent  address  of  General  Ilagood,  in 
Charleston,  on  the  decrease  of  the  negro 
populatiou  in  South  Carolina,  shows  that 
in  171*0  it  numbered  107,1*10;  in  181)0,  14G,- 
000;  in  1810,  1915,  000;  in  1820,  250,000;  iu 
1830,  315,000 ;  iu  1840,  377,000 ;  in  1850, 
384,000;  in  1800, 402,000.  According  to  the 
auuual  average,  from  1840  to  I860,  the  pop- 
ulation of  freedmen  in  1805  may  be  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  421,000.  But  accord- 
ing to  the  State  ceusus  in  1809,  it  had  di- 
minished to  :W»,000,  leaving  a  deficiency  of 
35,000,  or  aveiageof  8.770  per  annum  in 
the  State  of  South  Caroliua  alouc.  *'If  I 
might  be  allowed  to  speculate  on  this  ques- 
tion," says  he,  "1  would  say  that,  in  my 
opiniou,  the  decrease  has  not  been  less 
than  50,000.  Hut  taking  the  figures  them- 
selves, even  at  that  rate,  iu  less  than  forty- 
four  years,  the  eutire  colored  population 
of  South  Carolina  will  have  disappeared." 

We  presume  it  is  settled  that  \V.\l.  E  Skd 
pen  will  be  the  Radical  candidate  for 
County  Judge  cf  Mason.  He  is  an  old 
citizen  of  the  county,  and  is  generally  rc?- 
pected.  For  many  years. he  has  been  an 
Abolitionist,  but  we  never  learned  that 
he  set  any  of  his  own  negroes  free,  or 
failed  to  make  all  of  the  profit  that  could 
be  squeezed  out  of  them.  He  made  up 
for  his  own  failure  in  that  respect, how- 
ever, after  he  had  no  negroes  ufhisowu 
to  lose  by  heartly  rejoicing  over  the  edict 
setting  free  those  of  other  |»eople.  Mtt. 
Seddin  has  for  many  years  been  a  Magis- 
trate iu  this  county,  and  hears  the  repute 
of  an  bouest  man.  He  was  a  foo  to  our 
railroad,  aud  will  probably  be  opposed  to 
all  works  ol  public  improvement  during 
the  term  of  office  for  which  he  will  be  a 
candidate.  If  the  Radicals  wish  to  be 
considered  friends  of  progress  they  had 
better  illustrate  their  progressiveness  by 
presenting  candidates  different  in  char- 
acter from  Mr.  Wm.  E.  Sedden. 


WHIWU  IsVMAOT. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Prison  Associ- 
ation of  New  York  for  1809  contaius  an 
able  essay  on  M  Criminal  Lunacy."  The 
author  recommeuds  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  of  eminent  mental  patholo- 
gists and  criminal  jurists  to  collect  and 
compare  all  the  recorded  facts  beariug  on 
this  subject;  to  develop  the  principles 
thereto  appertaining  ;  to  devise  some  rules 
that  would  enable  courts  and  juries  to  de- 
cide on  criminal  cases  involving  the  ques- 
tion of  iusanity  with  some  approach  to 
uniformity  ;  and  to  suggest  provisions  to 
protect  society  against  danger  from  per- 
sons subject  to  insauo  inpulscs.  This  is 
a  good  idea.  Recent  trials  have  disclosed 
a  widespread  ignoraueo  ainoug  all  classes 
of  society  about  the  characteristics  and 
various  grades  of  insanity.  As  insanity  is 
a  plea  now  more  frequently  offered  than 
ever  before  iu  cases  of  homicide,  arson, 
forgery,  theft  and  ueaily  all  kinds  of  felo- 
ny, it  would  be  a  great  convenience  for 
courts,  juries,  advocates,  and  editors,  if  an 
official  and  authoritative  text  book  were 
prepared  going  over  the  grouud  here  in- 
dicated . 
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wheat.  Owing  to  the  long  protnuted 
drought,  it  has  now  become  an  ascertained 
certainty  that  the  French  wheat  crop  will 
be  far  short  of  an  average.  A  large  defi- 
ciency is  also  reported  in  the  rye  crop  of 
Germany,  Norway  aud  Sweden — where  rye 
bread  forms  the  principal  food  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  population— which  will  have 
to  be  m.ide  up  by  the  wheat  crop.  As  the 
usual  surplus  of  wheat  for  export  will  thus 
be  drawn  upon  heavily  for  home  uses,  the 
United  States  offer  the  only  certain  market 
where  an  adequate  supply  of  breadstuffs 
can  be  obtained.  There  has  been  some 
inquiry  on  English  account  and  some  lots 
bought  up  by  private  speculators  under 
the  impression  that  tho  highest  prices  for 
wheat  and  flour  have  not  yet  been  reached. 
Thus  far,  however,  iu  Euglund,  wheat  has 
been  doiug  well.  On  all  strong,  retentive 
soils  the  stand  is  said  to  be  excellent.  It 
is  ouly  on  the  lighter  lands  it  has  suffered 
greatly— as  iu  Fraucc— from  the  drought. 
At  the  latest  advices,  moreover,  there  had 
been  fine  raiu",  and  a  fair  average  crop 
was  expected.  But,  in  England,  every- 
thing depeuds  upon  the  state  of  the  weath- 
er at  time  of  harvest.  However  good  the 
wheat  crop  may  be,  it  is  always  in  danger 
of  serious  injury  from  the  rains  that  not 
unfrequently  set  in  at  the  close  of  July, 
which  is  about  the  time  that  the  maturiug 
grain  is  ready  for  the  reaper.  In  this 
country  we  can  almost  surely  count  upon 
a  continuance  of  fine  weather  during  har- 
vest. With  the  English  farmer  this  is  far 
from  being  the  case,  and  it  is  owing  to  this 
element  of  uncertainty  that  he  can  never 
know  what  his  gains  or  losses  may  beuutil 
his  wheat  is  gathered  and  housed,  or  is 
stacked  out  and  recurely  thatched. 

It  M  difficult,  at  this  time,  to  say  wheth- 
er the  present  rise  in  the  price  of  our 
breadstuffs  will  be  maintained.  If  tho  se- 
rious apprehensions  of  a  partial  failure  of 
the  French  wheat  crop  arc  confirmed  by 
later  advices,  and  if,  also,  as  some  a  (  it. 
the  supply  of  wheat  from  the  Baltic  and 
Black  Sea  ports  will  be  much  smaller  than 
usual,  we  may  certainly  look  for  better 
prices  and  an  active  demand.  Tt  may  yet 
turn  out,  however,  that  the  assumed  defi- 
ciency has  been  greatly  exaggerated  by  the 
fears  of  the  growers,  and  that  whilst  tho 
demand  for  our  breadstuffs  may  continue 
to  be  good,  it  may  not  be  sufficient  to  do 
more  than  to  givesteadinees  and  some  sort 
of  permanence  to  existing  rates.

But 
it  ought  to  have  been  done  several  years 
ago.  It  certaiuly  oui'bt  to  have  been  done 
before  the  negroes  were  made  voters  and 
before  the  Radicals  were  enabled  to  say 
that  whatever  just  action  the  Democrats 
may  take  apon  the  subject  is  influenced 
partly  by  a  desire  to  get  votes.

The  pubject  of  the  income  tax  was  again 
before  the  Senate  on  Monday  last.  It  will 
be  remembered  that  the  bill  passed  by  the 
House  reduced  the  tax  to  three  per  cent, 
ou  incomes  and  increased  the  exemption 
to  $2,0/10.  This  provision  was  stricken 
out  by  the  Senate,  hut  Mr.  Sherman  ask- 
ed for  a  post  pom in.  l,i  of  the  consideration 
of  the  bill.  <  ».i  Monday,  however,  he  an- 
that  the  Committee  rc|>orted  the 
vote  of  the  Scuatc  as  an  instruc- 
tion and  had  accordingly  left  out  of  the 
bill  the  section  providing  for  a  continua- 
tion of  the  income  tax,  which  will  expire 
by  law  after  the  present  year.  The  senti- 
ment of  the  country  i-  -  >  * trongly  against 
the  continuation  of  this  tax  that  the  House 
will  probably  accept  the  Senate  Amend- 
ment abolishiug  it  altogether.  The  tax, 
however,  is  to  be  enforced  upon  corpora- 
tions and  Government  officials.  The  Sen- 
ate accepted  the  reductions  made  by  the 
House  in  the  tax  on  sugar. 


Taking  the  crop  rei»orts,  as  a  whole, 
there  is  a  fiue  promise  of  an  abundant 
wheat  harvest  throughout  a  large  portion 
of  the  graiu-growiug  region  of  the  United 
States.  In  some  parts  of  Maryland,  Dela- 
ware aud  West  Virginia,  owing  to  the  al- 
most daily  raius  of  the  past  throe  weeks, 
there  arc  serious  oomplaints  of  rust  and 
scab,  of  the  depredations  of  the  weevil 
and  of  abundance  of  straw,  with  a  defici- 
ency of  grain.  There  are  also  fears  of  a 
short  wheat  crop  here  and  there  in  the 
Western  States.  But,  taking  the  North- 
west as  a  whole,  the  promise  of  a  heavy 
crop  is  remarkably  good,  whilst  in  the 
Southeru  States — where  the  harvest  is  over 
— and  especially  Southern  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina— the  yield  is  said  to  be  un- 
precedented. 

At  the  same  time,  an  exceediug  active 
demand  for  breadstuffs  has  set  in  from 
France  and  the  price  of  wheat  and  flour  iu 
our  seaboard  markets  has  risen  consider- 
ably. During  the  past  week  the  orders  re- 
ceived at  New  York  were  very  large.  The 
price  went  up  immediately,  and  the  amount 
of  business  doue  was  only  limited  by  the 
moderate  supply  of  breadstuff's  on  hand. 
On  Friday  aud  Saturday  last  the  price 'of 
wheat  aud  flour  again  advanced,  and  buy- 
ers were  eager  aud  excited — all  the  avail- 
able low  of  flour  being  taken  up  immedi- 
ately by  the  French  exporters.  On  Sat- 
urday, however,  the  market  was  depressed 
iu  cousequencc  of  later  telegrams  from 


We  do  not  uudcrstaud  Col.  11.  T.  Jaoor 
to  urge  the  formation  of  a  new  party  in 
this  State  at  the  present  juncture,  nor  yet 
to  propose  that  the  Union  Democrats 
shall  unite  with  the  Radicals.

Rut  at  the  same  time  he 
distinctly  affirms  that  he  will  not  cast  his 
lot  with  cither  of  these  Radical  parties, 
and  ho  acquits  the  National  Democratic 
party  of  any  such  objectionable  proscrip- 
tion, which  is  exercised  uowhere  outside 
of  Kentucky.  The  Democratic  party  in 
every  other  State  delights  in  doiug  honor 
to  those  of  it.<  members  who  distinguished 
themselves  by  gallant  acts  iu  defense  of 
the  national  causo.  We  can  view  the 
speech  of  Col.  Jaooii  in  no  other  light 
than  as  an  appeal  to  the  party  iu  Kentucky 
to  abandon  the  policy  of  proscription 
which  has  marked  its  actiou  since  its  or- 
ganization iu  IBM,  and  Ihut  all  distinctions 
which  divided  men  during  the  war  shall 
be  iguored,  ami  both  ex  -Confederates  and 
Federals  be  permitted  to  stand  on  lb.  ir 
owu  merits  aud  fitness.  Though  the  Ian 
gunge  chosen  to  convey  this  idea  is  differ- 
ent from  that  of  the  National  Kaeeutive.

We  do  not  entirely  agree  with  Col. 
Jacob.  Objectionable  as-  the  course  of 
leaders  of  the  party  iu  Keutucky  has  beeu 
towards  men  occupying  a  truly  conserva- 
tive posiliou,  their  proscription  lias  not 
been  manifested  in  legislation,  but  merely 
in  their  action  iu  nominating  Con\entions 
and  in  the  selection  of  officers.

The 
herbal  madicines  were  mere  infusions. 

It  was  reserved  for  a  later  age  to  unite  tho  sani- 
tary essences  of  tonic,  aperient  aud  anlibilious

"It  was  well  understood  at  the  time  the  eur 
vey  for  the  road  commenced  that  the  main 
reliance  of  its  friends  for  its  completion  was 
based  upon  the  implied  promise  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Central  to  lay  the  irora  and  furnish 
the  following  stock  if  the  people  along  the 
$M  would  construct  the  road  bed.  Mr.  Jew 
ett,  the  representative  of  that  road  in  Ohio, 
wrote  letters  which  were  published,  stating 
that  the  Pennsylvania  Central  wanted  a  ll  iil- 
road  connection  through  Southern  Ohio  with 
the  Kentucky  system  of  Railroads,  via  Mays- 
ville aud  Lexington  and  lhat  that  Company 
would  aid  in  the  construction  of  any  line 
which  would  give  it  the  desired  connection, 
by  the  best  and  most  practicable  route. 

On  the  strength  of  these  assurances,  ou. 
citiz -us,  and  the  people  all  along  the  Colum- 
bus and  Maysville  road,  subscribed  funds  for 
the  preliminary  survey  and  pushed  it  to  com- 
pletion last  winter.  After  the  Eugineer  made 
bis  report,  showing  a  (  heap  and  favorable 
line,  Mr  Jewett,  at  a  meeting  iu  Cincinnati, 
promised  some  of  our  citizens  that  the  Penn- 
sylvania Citutral  would  send  an  engineer

From  Frankfort  kf  I'aris. — There  has  been 
ri  »  orded  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  Scott  and 
other  Kentucky  counties  a  mortgage  of  the 
Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  Lexington  Rail- 
road to  George  L.  Douglass,  of  this  city,  to 
secure  the  redemption  ol  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $l,lltH),000,  which  the  company  proposes  to 
issue  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  branch 
road  from  Frankfort,  probably  through  Scott 
county,  to  Paris.  A  meeting  was  held  in 
Georgetown  last  Saturday,  and  several  gen- 
tlemen were  commissioned  to  open  a  Corres- 
pondence with  the  President  of  the  company 
with  a  view  to  further  information  ou  the  sub- 
ject. 

It  is  to  l>e  hoped  that  the  overture  of  the 
company  is  made  in  good  failb  towards  the 
route  indicated.  It  would  give  the  road  a 
valuable  connection  with  the  Maysville  road 
at  Paris,  aud  leave  but  a  small  gap  in  the 
nevitable  through  connection  between  this 
city  and  the  terminus  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Railroad,  at  the  mouth  of  Big  Sandy 
The  C.  and  O.  Company  wants  an  entirely 
new  aud  direct  conuection  with  Lousville, 
which  ii  would  be  wise  in  the  L  ,  L.  and  C. 
road  forestall.  But,  waiving  the  possible 
completion  of  the  Maysville  and  Big  Sandy 
link  by  the  assistance  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio,  there  can  be  no  question  that  through 
trains  from  Louisville  to  Maysville,  via  George 
town  and  Paris,  would  add  immensely  to 
the  business  aud  the  value  of  the  L,  L.  and 
C.  road.  It  would  tap  the  ceutrul  hive  of 
Kentucky's  wealth,  industry  and  enterprise. 
Tlie  mules,  and  whisky,  aud  corn,  and  hemp 
aud  tobacco  of  the  noble  counties  of  Scott, 
Bourbon,  Nicholas.  Fleming  aud  Mason 
would  swell  the  freights  of  the  company, 
and  the  old  commercial  intimacy  between 
the  three  first  named  counties  and  this 
city,  long  interrupted  by  the  Kentucky  Cen- 
tral road,  would  be  speedily  resumed. 

The  city  of  I  ouisville  and  the  county  of 
Bourbon  are  deeply  interested  in  this  project, 
and  its  success  is  all  that  Georgetown  can  de- 
pend ou  for  Railroad  communication  with 
both  Louisville  and  Cincinnati,  for  there  is 
not  a  rational  probability  that  the  Cincinnati 
and  Southern  road  will  ever  hi  anything  but 
a  continuation  of  the  Kentucky  Central.  It 
is  far  MM  probable  that  the  completion  of  a 
thirty-mile  branch  from  Frankfort  to  Paris  at 
the  present  time  will  make  that  the  route  of 
the  great  throng  to  east  and  west  through 
trains  that  are  destined  lo  pass  daily,  aud 
within  a  few  years  at  furthest,  between  Lou- 
isville and  the  Chesapeake  ports.  —  LmsMOi 
Courier- Journal. 

We  join  in  the  hope  of  the  Louisville  Com»- 
iei  -Journal  that  the  movement  referred  to  is 
made  in  good  faith.  The  Representali  ws  of 
the  Iyiuisville,  Lexington  aud  Cincinnati 
Railroad  Company  in  Frankfort  last  winter 
declared  their  purpose  to  build  the  road  from 
Frankfort  through  Georgetown  to  Paris  aud 
obtained  the  necessary  legislation  to  euable 
them  to  do  so.  The  movement  indicated 
would,  therefore,  be  but  the  carrying  out  of 
their  avowed  intentions.  The  road  if  built 
would  be  of  an  immense  ad  vantage  to  Loui-ville 
as  not  only  the  trade  of  Scott,  Bourbon,  and 
Nicholas,  but  also  much  of  that  of  MaRon  and 
Fleming  would  go  to  Louisville.  By  con 
structing  the  short  line  from  Hobbs'  Depot 
through  Shelbyville  to  Frankfort  and  Paris, 
the  last  place  would  be  but  five  miles  fur- 
ther from  Louisville  than  from  Cincinnati, 
and  this  would  be  more  than  counterbalanced 
by  the  expense  of  carriage  from  the  depot 
in  Covington  to  Cincinnati.  There  would  be 
less  than  thirty  miles  of  road  to  construct 
to  fill  the  gap  between  Frankfort  and  Paris, 
and  the  $1,000,000  for  which  the  mortgage 
is  reported  to  have  been  made  would  pay 
for  it  With  .-ucli  security  there  is  hardly  a 
doubt  but  that  the  necessary  funds  can  be 
easily  raised,  and,  with  the  known  energy 
possessed  by  the  gentlemen  who  control  the 
Ijouisville,  Lexington  and  Cincinnati  Rail- 
road, it  could  be  completed  in  a  comparatively 
short  space  of  time.  On  the  advantages  lhat 
would  ensue  to  Maysville  we  need  not  dwell 
further  than  to  say  that  it  would  give  us  a 
through  route  to  the  South  by  the  admirable 
system  of  Railroads  which  finds  its  Northern 
terminus  in  Louisville,  and  by  way  of  that 
city  also  a  couneclion  with  the  entire  North 
west.  We  hazard  nothing  in  saying  that  the 
stock  of  the  Maysville  and  Lexington  Rail 
road  wiil  return  a  handsome  dividend  in  case 
our  hopes  in  reference  to  the  connection  with 
Louisville  shall  not  be  disappointed.  It  will 
devolve  upon  those  in  charge  of  that  enter- 
prize  to  obtain  definite  information  in  regard 
to  this  project  and  to  render  it  all  the  encour- 
agement in  their  power.

The  fanciful  story  about  the  young  sol- 
dier who  went  crazy  out  of  remorse  for  hav- 
ing killed  Gen.  Zollicoffer.  when  he  might 
have  captured  him,  has  revived  interest  in 
the  circumstances  attending  the  death  of 
that  distinguished  gentleman.  As  the  name 
ofG.-n  Fry,  now  Internal  Revenue  Snpervi 
8or  of  Keutucky,  who  was  at  the  battle  of 
Mil!  Springs,  or  Fishing  Creek,  where  Gen. 
Zollicoffer  was  killed,  in  command  of  the 
Fourth  regiment  Kentucky  infantry,  has 
been  prominently  connected  with  this  affuir 
we  took  occasion  to  call  upon  him  during  a 
visit  he  made  to  the  city  a  few  days  ago,  and 
get  from  him  the  facts  in  relation  to  it  Gen» 
Fry,  who  is  one  of  the  most  modest  and  un- 
assuming gentlemen  in  the  world,  has  no 
disposition  to  claim  any  merit  for  the  part  he 
played  iu  a  casually  of  the  war  in  which  he 
was  merely  discharging  his  duty.  It  was 
with  some  difficulty  that  we  induced  him  to 
enter  upon  the  subject  at  all,  knowing  as  he 
did  that  we  wanted  to  publish  his  statement 
but  we  finally  prevailed  ou  him  to  gratify 
us  and  our  readers.  All  who  know  General 
Fry  will  accept  his  statement  as  conclusive 
of  whatever  he  gives  as  within  his  persona] 
knowledge.  His  account  of  the  occurence  is 
us  follows,  word  for  word,  as  wc  are  able  to 
reproduce  what  he  said: 

"Just  before  this  occurence  took  place,  I 
was  on  the  extreme  right  of  my  regiment,  the 
Fourth  Kentucky  iufantry,  on  horseback, 
near  tho  fence  on  the  north  side  of  the  old 
Logan  field,  just  in  the  edge  of  the  woods. 
It  will  be  recollected  by  those  who  were  pres- 
ent, that  once  or  twice  during  the  battle  the 
fire  ceased  lor  a  s  hort  time.  During  one  of 
the  intervals,  I  turned  round  aud  rode  toward 
the  road  which  ran  parallel  with  tho  fence, 
approaching  it  at  right  angles.  Just  before 
reaching  the  road,  I  saw  an  officer  on  horse- 
back, slowly  riding  down  toward  me  from  tho 
direction  of  the  Confederate  lines.  Hi9  uni- 
form being  entirely  concealed  by  a  white 
gum  overcoat,  and  there  being  nothing  by 
which  I  could  distinguish  him  as  a  Confed- 
ate,  I  of  course  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
he  was  a  Federal  officer. 

This  conviction  was  for  awhile  strengthen- 
ed by  his  near  approach  to  the  Federal 
lines,  and  also  by  the  manner  in  which  he 
approached  me.  I  do  not  see  how  he  could 
have  been  deceived  as  to  whether  I  was  a 
Federal  or  Confederate  officer,  for  I  had  ou 
nothing  to  conceal  my  uniform. 

He  reached  the  spot  at  which  1  entered  the 
oad  just  as  I  did,  our  horses'  heads  coining 
very  near  together.  I  turned  my  herse  a 
little  to  the  right,  so  that  we  sat  side  by  side, 
being  so  near  to  each  other  that  our  knees 
touched.  I  did  not  at  that  moment  see  any 
Confederate  solditrs  near  us,  which  was  an 
additional  reasou  tor  believing  that  he  was  a 
Federal  officer.  It  is  proper  here  to  state 
that  there  were  a  number  of  Federal  officers 
in  our  army,  who  arrived  during  and  after 
the  battle,  whom  I  had  never  seen,  and  I 
supposed  that  one  of  them  had  been  sent  to 
the  front  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  affairs, 
and  was  returning. 

As  we  met  he  said  to  me,  "We  must  not 
shoot  our  own  men."  To  which  I  replied,  "I 
would  not,  of  course,  do  so  intentionally." 
He  then  pointed  over  to  our  left,  toward 
some  men  standing  in  the  woods,  but  whom 
I  could  not  see  from  my  then  position,  and 
said,  "Those  are  our  men."  I  immediately 
turned  my  horse  and  rode  off  down  the  road 
toward  the  right  of  my  regiment;  and,  after 
moving  some  fifteen  or  twenty  paces,  I 
stopped,  turning  about  half  around,  with  my 
left  side  toward  him,  to  see  what  was  going 
on.  The  first  thing  which  attracted  my  at- 
tention was  another  officer  coming  out  into 
the  road  from  behind  a  large  oak  tree,  who, 
riding  up  in  close  proximity  to  the  officer 
with  whom  I  had  met  and  conversed,  fired 
at  me,  missing  me,  however,  and  hittiug  my 
horse  just  above  tho  left  thigh  bone,  causing 
a  llesh  wound. 

I  immediately  drew  my  pistol  with  a  view 
ol  paying  my  best  respects  to  this  officer,  but 
was  prevented  from  doing  so  by  his  making 
good  his  escape  aud  taking  refuge  behind  his 
ktree.  Then,  and  uot  till  then,  did  the 
thought  flash  through  my  mind  that  the  offi- 
cer whom  I  had  met  was  a  confederate.  I 
also  felt  assured  that  he  attempted  to  deceive 
mo  in  regard  to  bis  position;  and  fiudingl 
could  not  return  the  coiuplimeut  of  my  friend 
who  had  taken  such  pains  to  take  my  life,  I 
at  once  determined  to  try  my  hand  on  the 
other.  He  was  standing  precisely  in  the 
position  in  which  I  had  left  him.  with  bis 
face  toward  me.  He  Beenied  not  to  have 
moved  a  foot.  I  raised  my  pistol  and  fired. 
His  horse  turned,  and  he  fell,  withiu  five  feet 
of  where  he  had  stood,  upon  tho  right  of  the 
road  and  at  right  angles  to  it. 

The  surgeou  who  examined  the  wound  in- 
formed me  that  the  ball  by  which  it  was  in- 
flicted was  a  small  minnie  ball.  I  had 
cleaned  aud  loaded  my  pistols  (navy  revol- 
vers) with  minnie  balls  the  previous  morn- 
ing He  also  informed  me  that  the  wound 
was  in  the  left  breast,  passing  through  the 
top  of  the  heart. 

It  is  not  true  that  I  galloped  down  the 
road  toward  this  officer.  My  horse  was  not 
in  a  gallop  that  day.  I  had  very  little  occa- 
sion for  going  out  of  a  walk  that  day,  ex- 
cept when  we  started  from  the  camp'  to  meet 
the  enemy.  It  is  not  true  that  I  pointed  out 
this  officer  to  some  of  my  skirmishers  who 
were  Btanding  close  by.  On  the  contrary,  the 
skirmishers  afterwards  told  me  that  they  were 
just  in  the  act  of  calling  upon  me  not  to 
shoot,  as  they  felt  satisfiad  the.  officer  at 
whom  my  pistol  was  aimed  was  a  Federal 
officer. 

It  was  not  discovered  until  after  the  Con- 
federates were  driven  from  the  field  who  this 
officer  was.  My  impression  now  is  that  Gen. 
Carter,  of  East  Tennessee,  was  the  first  to  in- 
form us  that  it  was  Gen.  Zollicoffer. 

It  has  been  reported,  or  was  immediately 
after  the  battle,  that  Gen.  Zollicoffer  and 
myself  had  been  old  schoolmates,  and  that 
be  appealed  to  me  not  lo  shoot  an  old  Irien  d. 
There  is  uot  one  word  of  truth  in  anything 
of  this  sort 

The  writer  of  tho  article  copied  by  the 
Courier- Journal  of  last  Saturday  from  the 
St.  Louis  Democrat  attempts  to  create  the 
impression  that  my  horse  was  killed  by  him. 
If  he  is  really  the  man  who  shot  at  me,  which 
I  am  rather  inclined  to  doubt,  I  can  say  for 
his  benefit  and  for  that  of  his  friends,  that  the 
wound  from  which  my  horse  died  was  caused 
by  a  musket  ball,  which  penetrated  his  right 
side  just  behind  the  shoulder,  passing  within 
a  few  inches  of  my  leg  and  through  the  skirt" 
of  my  saddle.  The  wound  inflicted  by  the  pis. 
tol-shot  was  npou  the  left  side,  and  just  above 
the  thigh  bone. 

I  have  very  good  authority  for  saying  that 
the  officer  who  shot  at  me  was  very  soon  after, 
ward  mortally  wounded,  and  died  on  the  road 
to  bis  home  in  Nashville.  I  understand  his 
name  was  Fogg,  the  son  of  a  distinguished 
lawyer  in  that  city. 

These  are  substantially  the  facts  connect- 
ed with  the  killing  ol  Geo.  Zollicoffer,  except 
that  I  should  add,  that  the  surgeon  also  in 


formed       that  he   had  received  another 
wound  in   the  side  but  not  at  all 
made,  I  think,  by  a  muskot  ball. 

There  is  another  matter  to  which  I  would 
like  for  you  to  allude.  It  is  this:  General 
Zollicoffer's  friends  have  suffered  the  impres- 
sion to  go  abroad  without  any  correction  from 
those  of  them  that  knew  better,  that  his  body 
was  not  cared  for  after  his  death— that  it  was 
treated  in  a  brutal  manner,  both  by  Federal 
officers  and  aoidiers.  Now,  the  truth  of  this 
part  of  the  6tory  is  just  this:  As  soon  as  it 
could  be  done,  his  body  was  taken  to  the  rear, 
placed  in  a  tent,  his  clothing  which  was  be- 
smeared with  blood  and  mad  from  top  to  toe, 
was  taken  off,  his  body  washed  and  dressed 
in  a  suit  of  clothes,  consisting  of  coat,  pants, 
vest,  shirt,  drawers  and  socks,  all  furnished 
from  my  wardrobe.  It  was  then  placed  in  a 
woodeu  collin,  the  best  that  could  be  had  in 
that  part  of  the  country,  sent  around  to  Leb- 
anon under  an  escort;  commanded  by  Lieut. 
Sidney  Jones,  now  residing  in  Louisville,  and 
then  replaced  in  a  metalic  case,  and  sent 
through  the  lines  by  way  of  the  Louisville 
and  Nashville  road,  to  his  friends  in  Nash- 
ville for  interment.  I  am  not  positive  that 
the,  metalic  case  was  furnished  at  Lebanon, 

but  it  was  obtained  before  sending  the  body 
through.

After  all,  is  this  world  so  very  absurd  in 
its  love  of  pretty  women?

The 
world  of  action  is  a  world  of  ugliness,  and 
the  good  looking  fellow  who  starts  for  the 
prizes,  soon  discovers  what  Madame  de  Gir- 
ardin  calls  le  malheur  detrc  beau.  He  is 
guessed  to  bo  frivolous,  ho  is  assumed  to  be 
poetic,  there  are  whispers  that  his  morals 
are  no  better  than  they  should  be.  In  a  so- 
ciety resolute  to  be  ugly,  there  is  no  post  for 
an  Adonis  but  that  of  a  model  or  a  guards- 
man. But  women  does  for  mankind  wha 
man  has  ceased  to  do.  She  clings  to  thL" 
Periclean  idea.  Her  aim  from  very  child- 
hood is  to  be  beautiful.  Even  as  a  school 
girl  she  notes  the  progress  of  her  charms, 
the  expending  color  of  her  hair,  the  growing 
symmetry  of  her  arm,  the  ripening  contour 
of  her  cheek.  We  watch  with  a  silent  inter- 
est the  mysterious  reveries  of  the  maiden;  she 
is  dreaming  of  a  coining  beauty,  and  panting 
for  the  glories  of  eighteen.

"What  care  1  how  fair  she  bo 
so  she  is   not   fair  to  me!"    It  is  perhaps 
truer  to  say  that  nine-tenths  of  our  enjoyment 
of  beauty  disappears  with  possession.  The 
lover  dwells  on  his  mistress's  face  till  he 
loses  all  sense  of  the  world  of  beauty  without 
it.    He  is  like  the  connoiseur  who  dotes  on 
tho  little  Correggio  he  has  picked  up  for  a 
song  that  he  ceases  to  care  for  the  larger 
range  of  art.    The  real  way  of  enjoying  pret- 
ty women  would  be  never  to  fall  in  love  with 
a  pretty  woman  at  all.    The  true  joys  of  life 
are  its  unconscious  joys,  the  pleasure  we  de- 
rive from  the  laughter  of  children,  from  the 
landscape  that  we  drive  dreamily  through, 
from  the  music  which  we  have  not  listened  to. 
And  so  the  truest  enjoyment  of  beauty  lies, 
not  iu   the  observation  or  analysis  of  this 
face  or  that,  but  in  the  sense  of  pretty  forms 
and  pretty  faces  but  one.    The  joy  of  variety, 
the  pleasure  of  the  inexhaustible  range  of 
the  beautiful,  comes  to  the  admirer  of  pretty 
women,  never  to  tho  lover  of  pretty  women.

Woman   is  the  art  of 
home,  the  Giorgione  whose  brilliaucy  flashes 
through  the  quiet  parsonage,  the  Perugino 
whose     grace     tempers     tho  roughness 
of  every  day.  the  Rubens,  whose  largeness 
and  abundance  flings  a  glow  of  comfort  and 
ease  over  the  most  ungenial  career.    Life  be- 
comes  more   harmonious,   it   beats  with  n 
keener  pulse  of  enjoyment,  in  the  presence 
of  pretty  women.    After  all,  a  charming  lit 
tie   figure,  a  piquant  little  face,  is  the  best 
remedy  for  half  the  ills  of  existence,  its  wor- 
ries, its  vexations,  its  dullness,  its  disappoint 
ments.

Beauty  exercises  an  impercepti- 
ble compulsion  over  her,  when  molds  her 
whole  life  iuto  graceful  and  harmonious 
f  orms.  Her  dress  rises  out  of  the  mere  cloth- 
ing of  men  into  regions  of  science,  of  poetry, 
of  art.  A  thousand  considerations  of  taste, 
harmonies  ".of  color,  contrasts,  correspond- 
encies, delicate  adjustments  of  light  and 
■ha  le,  dictate  the  choice  of  a  shawl  or  the  tint 
of  a  glove.  And  as  prettiness  tells  on  dress, 
it  tells  on  the  hour.  Flower*,  pictures,  and 
the  gay  notes  of  a  sonata,  the  cosiest  of 
couches,  gorgeous  hnes  of  Indian  tapestry, 
glasswork  of  Murano,  n  hundred  oxquisite 
somethings  and  nothings,  are  the  natural 
settings  of  pretty  women.  The  art  of  the 
boudoir  tells  on  all  but  the  chaos  of  the 
husband's  study.  Around  that  last  refuge  of 
barbarism  floats  an  atmosphere  of  taste  and 
refinement  in  which  the  pretty  little  wife  lives 
and  moves  and  has  her  being.

The  prettiest  bosom  has 
heaved  a  little  rebelliously  at  the  destiny 
taat  consigns  it  to  the  stupidest  of  eldest  sons. 
Perhups  it  might  have  been  better  to  have  been 
a  little  less  charming  and  to  have  married 
that  amusing  younger  brother  with  an  income 
of  a  few  hundreds  a  year.  Sometimes,  too,  a 
pretty  woman  will  sigh  a  little  over  the  infi- 
nite littleness  of  her  life,  will  long  for  the 
wider  world  of  politics  and  effort  from  which 
her  very  prettiness  nnd  its  train  of  results 
shuts  her  out.  Marriage  is  a  mere  catastro- 
phe, poisoning  her  existence,  restricting  her 
t »  a  single  adorer  in  the  place  of  a  thou- 
sand. Then,  too,  tbe  single  adorer  is  so  hard 
to  keep,  and  the  thousand  are  so  easy  to 
gain;  and  so  begins  the  strife  between  pleas- 
ure and  duty,  the  little  warfure  fought  out 
under  the  watchful  eyes  of  tattling  dowa- 
gers aud  impertinent  fribbles.  And  then 
comes  the  inevitable  decay.  It  is  easy  to 
turn  from  the  glass,  but  it  is  impossible  to 
turn  from  the  eyes  that  surround  one,  and 
every  eye  becomes  a  mirror  in  which  the 
pretty  woman  reads  the  wreck  of  her  charms. 
Younger  rivals  pass  her  by,  the  circle  ol 
adorers  thins  ton  few  bores  and  old  beaux. 

en  treat  her  to  second-rate  stories  or  talk 
with  their  eyes  fixed  on  another  corner  of 
the  room.  There  is  a  shade  of  impertin- 
ence in  the  address  of  the  young  Guardsmai.; 
wall  flowers  claim  her  for  their  own.  She 
has  lived  for  a  year  or  so,  and  her  whole 
existence  is  a  mere  looking  back  to  that 
year  of  life,  Or  it  may  be  that  her  pretti- 
ness simply  pusses  on  from  phase  to  phase, 
but  even  the  prettiness  of  thirty-five,  fasci- 
ating  as  it  often  is,  seldom  fascinates  its 
possessor.  She  conquers  new  realms,  but 
she  fails  to  reconquer  the  old.  She  brings 
iishing  undergraduates  to  her  feet,  her  desk 
is  stuffed  with  the  lyrics  of  unwhiskered 
Strephons,  but  there  is  a  terrible  irony  about 
it  all,  and  she  turns  with  a  sense  of  the  ri- 
diculous from  their  sighs  and  protestations 
She  is  beaten,  and  she  knows  it.  Strephon 
has  done  enough  if  he  has  served  to  cover 
her  retreat  Perhaps  the  one  later  pretti 
ness  thai  a  woman  feels  to  have  real  power, 
more  real,  perhaps,  than  the  prettiness  of 
youth  is  the  prettiness  of  old  age.  There  is 
the  charm  of  life's  afterglow  over  the  gray, 
quiet  head,  the  pale,  tender  face,  lit  up  with 
a  sweetness,  a  pitifulnoss  that  only  experi- 
ence and  sorrow  can  give.  It  is  there, 
somehow,  that  we  bring  our  troubles  and 
find  peace.  It  is  there,  at  any  rate,  that  we 
lead  a  subtler  and  diviner  beauty  than  in  the 
rosy  cheek  of  girlhood— a  beauty  spiritual- 
ized, mobile  with  every  thought  and  emotion 
yet  restful  with  the  rest  of  years.  An  infinite 
tenderness  and  largeness  of  heart,  a  dignity 
whose  grace  and  naturaluess  robs  it  of  all 
sense  of  restraint,  a  touch  that  has  in  it  all  the 
gentleness  of  earth,  a  smile  thnt  has  some- 
thing of  the  compassionateness  of  heaven, 
this  is  the  apotheosis  of  pretty  women.

ITo  the  Editor  of  the  Courier- Journal.] 
Wood  Cote,  Miss.,  June  17,  1870. 
The  Courier-Journal  of  the  15th  instant 
contains  an  extract  from  the  second  volume 
of  Mr.  Stephens's  History  of  the  War,  which 
calls  for  some  comment.  The  passage  al- 
luded to  is  in  these  words  :  "Toombs  was  to 
have  been  chosen  President,  but  failed  through 
a  singular  misappreheusiou  ou  the  part  of 
representatives  of  other  States,  who  had  un- 
derstood that  he  had  refused  to  have  his  name 
put  forward.  There  was  some  misunder 
standing  likewise  concerning  Howell  Cobb's 
heing  the  choice  of  Georgia  By  accidental 
complications  Mississippi  had  the  first  choice, 
nnd  chose,  Jefferson  Davis,  leaving  Georgia 
the  second,  which  resulted  in  the  Vice  Presi- 
dency of  Mr.  Stephens." 

There  is  great  error  in  this  statement,  un- 
intentional no  doubt  and  induced  to  some  ex- 
tent by  the  modesty  of  Mr-  Stephens,  which 
makes  him  unwilling  to  give  that  prominence 
to  himself  which  really  belongs  to  him. 

I  was  al  the  time  a  member  of  the  Provis- 
ional Congress  from  Mississippi.  Believing 
that  Mr.  Davis  was  the  choice  of  the  South 
for  the  position  of  President,  before  repairing 
to  Montgomery,  I  addressed  him  a  letter  to 
ascertain  if  he  would  accept  it  He  replied 
that  it  was  not  the  place  he  desired  ;  that,  if 
he  could  have  his  choice,  he  would  greatly 
prefer  to  be  in  active  service  as  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  army,  but  that  he  would  give 
himself  to  the  cause  in  any  capacity  whatever. 
That,  was  the  only  letter,  of  which  I  have  any 
knowledge,  that  he  wrote  on  the  subject,  and 
that  was  shown  to  only  a  very  few  persons, 
and  only  when  I  was  asked  if  Mr.  Davis  would 
accept  the  Presidancy. 

I  intend  no  injustice  or  disrespect  to  any  of 


the  gentlemen  named,  nut  1  am  sure  Mr.  Ste- 
phens was  himself  the  first  choice  of  Georgia. 
There  was  no  electioneering,  no  management 
on  the  part  of  any  one,  each  voter  was  left  to 
determine  for  himself  in  whose  hands  the  des- 
tinies of  the  infant  Confederacy  should  be 
placed.  By  a  law  as  fixed  as  gravitation  it- 
self, and  as  little  disturbed  by  outside  influ- 

Mr.  Davis. 

After  a  few  days  of  anxious  and  intense  la- 
b">r  the  provisional  constitution  was  framed, 
and  it  became  necessary  to  give  it  vitality  by 
putting  some  one  nt  tbe  head  of  the  new  gov- 
ernment Then  Mr.  Crawford,  of  Georgia, 
approached  me  and  said  that  it  had  been  the 
wish  of  tbat  State  to  make  Mr.  Stephens  Pre 
sidont,  but  he  (Crawford)  had  bocorae  satisfi- 
ed that  it  was  the  wish  of  all  the  other  States 
that  Mr.  Davis  should  be  assigned  to  that  po- 
sition. Ho  then  asked  me  if  Mr.  Stephens 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  Mississippi  ,1,1, 
gation  as  Vice  President.  I  replied  that  I 
believed  he  would  be  their  choice.  Without 
any  effort  on  the  part  of  tho  friends  of  either, 
the  election  was  made  without  the  slightest 
dissent.  Of  the  accidental  complications  re- 
ferred to,  I  have  not  the  least  knowledge,  and 
always  thought  that  the  electiou  of  Mr.  Davis 
arose  from  the  spontaneous  conviction  of  his 
peculiar  fitness.  I  have  consulted  no  one  on 
the  subject,  and  have  appended  my  name 
only  to  avoid  resting  an  important  fact  upon 

Alex.  M.  Clayton.
